A dejected Long Beach State men’s 
basketball team walked off the floor 
at Titan Gym as a sea of orange, navy 
blue and white washed away what 
could have been a perfect Big West 
Conference record. 

The 49ers (22-8, 15-1 Big West) 
dropped a tough 77-74 contest Satur- 
day night in a rivalry game that won’t 
soon be forgotten. 

Cal State Fullerton (21-8, 12-4 Big 
West) used a 19-9 run over the last sev- 


en minutes of the game to put away the 
‘Niners, sending them to their first loss 
in conferencé play this season. 

The Titan burst was capped by two 
3-pointers from sophomore guard Isa- 
iah Umipig and junior guard D.J: See- 
ley that hit nothing but net with min- 


- utes remaining. 


LBSU senior guard Casper Ware 
was able to answer with a triple of his 
own to bring the 49ers within one- 
point, 75-74, with six seconds to play. 

The ‘Niners immediately fouled 
Seeely on the ensuing possession, 
and the junior knocked down the two 


clutch free throws to give the Titans a” 


three-point advantage. 


Ware launched a _ desperation 


3-pointer as time expired, but it fell 
short as the CSUF fans stormed the 
court. 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson said 
he and his squad expected the Titans to

put up a fight in this game.. - 

“We knew it was going to be a tough 
game,” he said. “They’re [Fullerton] 
the best offensive team in this league. 
We gave them too many opportunities 


on the offensive boards, and they hit 
some big shots and deserved to win.” 

Monson also felt that the pressure 
of going undefeated in conference play 
weighed heavily on his squads shoul- 
ders. 

“We played very tight today, espe- 
cially in the first half,” he said. “When 
we get in trouble is when we don’t trust 
each other and try to do too much on 


our own. We didn’t play as well as they, 


did on either side of the ball.” 

Ware was stymied all game long, 
finishing with just 10 points on 2 of 
15 shooting including just 2 of 9 from 
3-point range. 

“He [Ware] tried:to get in a flow and 
we didn’t help him get there,” Monson 
said. “You’ve got to give them [Ful- 
lerton] credit, they disrupted him, and

“This program will ease the financial 
burden on students by providing access 
to quality online materials that are 
priced significantly lower than tradi- 
tional textbooks,” Gerry Hanley, senior 
director of CSU Academic Technology 
Services, said in a press release. - 

In an effort to improve the learning 
outcome for students, the eTextbook 
files were improved to have features

“T think it’s a cool idea because you 
can’t really do that with a lot of the stuff 
online,” she said. “I haven’t used [eB- 
ooks] before, but those features make it 
very appealing to me.”

min Lee said. “However, if it has a huge 
amount of price gap between hard copy 
and eTextbook, I would consider rent- 
ing digital textbooks.” : 

Still some students simply prefer tra- 
ditional textbooks. 

“T prefer the old school style of flip- 
ping through the pages and marking the 
actual book,” sophomore mechanical 
engineering major Jacob Giindi said. 
“If it was significantly cheaper than 


an impact on bookstores,” CSU spokes- 
man Erik Fallis said.

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President Alexander talks 
funding with Obama 


Alexander and other 
CSU presidents flew 
to Washington, D.C.

Cal State University presidents, in- 
cluding F. King Alexander, flew out to 
Washington, D.C. last.week to lobby for 
higher education funding. 

Alexander said this recent meet- 
ing was a continuation from a meeting 
in December with President Barack 
Obama discussing the use of federal 
funds as leverage to force states to in- 
crease funding for higher education. 

If the federal government threatens 
to withhold federal funds it could stop 
California from further cuts to higher 
education. 

“State funding for higher educa- 
tion in tax effort is at its lowest point 
since 1965 and California is at its low- 


est point since 1962,” Alexander said. 
“Something needs to be done by the 
state abandoning funds for higher edu- 
cation.” 

As the university presidents showed 
up in Washington, D.C. urging the 
White House to force the governor 
and the state legislature to spend more 
money on higher education, Gov. Jerry 
Brown had just left the White House 
lobbying for the reduction on education 
regulations. ; 

Governors throughout the U.S., not 
just California, oppose what the uni- 
versity presidents are proposing. 

“T hope our governor will see that 
this will work to the benefit of our stu- 


dents,” Alexander said. “Higher edu- , 


cation does not currently have federal 
protection and we want federal protec- 
tion to coincide with federal money.” 

Alexander believes the message was 
well received among White House of- 
ficials. 

“They agreed completely,” Alexan- 
der said. “The domestic policy group 
and the president were all in agreement 
that something needs to be done.”

to force states to invest in higher educa- 
tion is directly associated with Obama’s 
re-election. He said the election of a 
conservative candidate could divert the 
CSU presidents’ efforts. 


The CSU presidents have been work- 
ing diligently in the efforts. According 
to Alexander, they have been advancing 
the message through many channels. 

“TThe] CSU is one of the best lead- 


ers nationally in promoting the federal 
and state partnership that needs to ex- 
ist,’ Alexander said. “We hope every 
college and university across the nation 
move in this direction.” 


University Art Museum launches online collections viewing room 


A kiosk system will 
allow the public to 
view and comment on 
art pieces.

The University Art Museum vault 
collections are now accessible through 
a new kiosk system, which allows the 
public to yiew and comment on a va- 
riety of art pieces either online from a 
personal computer or from the on site 
kiosk. 

This new collections kiosk, which 
launched in February, contains 
works from various artists, such as 
Tina Barney, Ruth Bernhard, Walton 
Ford, Michael Goldberg, Candida 
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Hofer, Bob Knox, Lee Krasner, Mar- 
tha Rosler, Andy Warhol and Emer- 
son Woelffer. 

The collections kiosk was created to 
allow access to art that the University 
Art Museum (UAM) owns, but is “liter- 
ally behind closed doors” in the UAM’s 
vault, according to Amanda Fruta, 
UAM spokesperson. 

Fruta also said the kiosk will facili- 
tate communication with the comment 
feature added to each piece. 

“This website differs from others, 
because users.are able to create com- 
munity portfolios, and leave comments 
on all the artwork,” she said. “It really 
creates a social experience.” 

The collections kiosk will be con- 
stantly updated with new art the UAM 
acquires, and can be viewed on the 
UAM’s website by clicking the collec- 
tions tab, and scrolling to the “Collec- 
tions Online” option. 

The online database is meant to cre- 
ate awareness of the UAM’s collection

to anyone that wishes to view it. 

“The University Art Museum web 
collections kiosk provides a unique op- 
portunity for our students and general 
public alike the chance to mine the mu- 
seums holdings,” Chris Scoates, VAM 
director, said in a press release. 

“Due to the museum’s limited physi- 
cal space, we can only exhibit a small 
fraction of our objects, but our new 


online kiosk allows visitors to search . 


the entire collection with just a few key 
strokes,” he continued. 

Sophomore art major, Thomesina 
Shaw said the collection kiosk is a step 
in the right direction. 

“Tt is important for things to be trans- 
lated to digital form, because that’s the 
direction society is going,” she said. 
“As a college student, anything that 
saves time and money is always a good 
thing.” 

Kimberly Phou a junior studio art 
major said she is interested in seeing 
the new art that makes it on to the kiosk 
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over time. 

“T feel like it is beneficial to art stu- 
dents because we are always learning 
about new techniques, and it’s a new 
outlet to sample from.” 

The kiosk contains nine collections, 
with over 1,100 pieces to view.

second period with a knee injury — he 
did not return. 
Freshman guard Mike Caffey poured 
in a career-high 20 points on 7 of 11 
- shooting, including 3 of 7 from 3-point 
range. Junior wing James Ennis scored 
nine of his 11 points in the second pe- 
riod. 
“J was just trying to make the right 


plays,” Caffey said. “Just play defense 
and do what I do.” 

Caffey said the Umipig and Seeley 
3-pointers came after a missed defen- 
sive assignment. 

“T was supposed to come up [to close 
on shooters],” he said. “The big man 
had the corner, so that was on my part. 


I dropped and Umipig knocked it [the 


shot] down.” 

Senior forward T.J. Robinson fin- 
ished with 13 points on 5 of 10 shoot- 
ing, while pulling down nine rebounds. 


Robinson said the 49ers need to have 
a short memory in order to prepare for 
the Big West tournament next week. 

“We just gotta look past this,” he 
said. “It came down to the last couple 
of plays, and we didn’t execute and they 
did. We need to win three games [in the 
Big West tournament] to make it to the 
NCAA tournament.” 

Scoring was not at a premium 
through the first half, as Fullerton took 
a 35-32 lead into the break. 

The ‘Niners connected on just 32 


percent (8 of 25) from the field. LBSU 
was able to get to the free throw line 
early and often, shooting 14 of 18 from 
the charity stripe. While the Titans shot 


. just 32.4 percent on 11 of 34 shooting. 


Seeley led all scorers with 27 points 
on 5 of 11 shooting — all five makes 
coming from behind the arc. The senior 
also connected on 12 of 14 from the 
free throw line. Umipig finished with 
16 points on 5 of 13 shooting, including 
3 of 7 from 3-point range.
